He was, for several years, a prominent 
member of the Chicago bar, and filled, with 
credit to himself for two Office of 


City Attorney. 


Debit was that be Wiis most 
distinguished, The dry details of the pro- 
fesston were Ina measure dictastetul to him, 
and he left it while yet ayoung man. He was 
much more widely known and appreciated 
for bis fine social qualities, rare cultare and 
literary taste. For the last twelve years be 
has been a frequent contributor to the litera- 
ry and political journals of the day, and : hose 
of our readers who are tmiliar with the 
Knickerbocker Magazine, will know that 
some of its rarest gems were from the pen of 
our deceased friend. He was a ready aad 
elegant writer, both of prose and poetry, 
und several of his poems bave been widely 
published and much admired. He never 
wrote for ambition’s sake, or desired notoriec- 
ty, but what fell from his pen was written to 
beguile am idle hour, or to elucidate or ad- 
vance some principle. The last years of his 
life were eaddened by disease , and his early 
death was not wholly unexpected.
